These merchants have shaken 
the confidence .of their customers ard 
their best friends by giving them dis- 
honest garments. Thus their trade has 
gradually dwindled away, They become 
desperate. Instead of grasping their 
mistake*and making an honest fight to 
get their trade back with honest mer- 
chandise they inaugurate a “fake sale.”

‘the historical. While we give even larg- 


er opportunities than before for exeget- 
ical, theological and philosophical stud- 
les, we have made provision for the 
other branches of study. Our work 
must necessarily be experimental, but 
thus far I believe that both instructors 
and students regard it as satisfactory. 

The speaker here alluded to the move- 
ment enabling men to graduate from 
schools without having studied Greek. 
These men were not ‘less but more edu- 
eated than under the old system, where 
ethics, economics and social subjects 
were not given. The semiparies would 
have to make provision for such stu- 
dents, and not refuse them admission 
because they had not got. Greek. 

The speaker thought the seminaries 
should also continue to have tre stu- 
dents complete their studies in two in- 
stead of three years. His own private 
opinion was that they would have to 
treat Greek as they treated Hebrew—to 
urge men to stu’y it in college and 
make provision for those who had not 
done 8. As to technical terms,_be.ex- 
plained that they were used simply in 
the classes to avoid long’ sentences, the 
students being warned against carry- 
ing “jargon” to their congregations. 

The Rev. F. Loomis of the Union 
Church, Boston, urged that real religion 
was the religion which men showed in 
their daily lives, in the practise of their 
calling. He agreed that the m/’nister 
should be a good scholar, but thought 
there was a danger of overestimating 
scholarship as compared with spiritual 
power. The poWer to think was one of 
the great thi which Andover had 
taught to her dents. 

The Rev. William R.:Campbell of the 
Highland church, Roxbury, urged the 
wisdom of ‘having a thorough course of 
science in the seminary.

Meanwhile cases multiplied at a rapid 
rate in the public imagination, until by 
Wednesday some fakir had burdened 
the Boston papers with a story of an 
“epidemic”. Schcols were unattended 
and parepts were much alarmed, and 
all very needlessly to a great extent. 

The “epidemic”? of diphtheria in 
Andover actually consists, according to 
the board: of Lealth, of exactly. nine 


cases, all confined to seven. families.

accounts. Furthermore the best in- 
formed authorities in such matters 
affirm tbat there are really fewer cases 
of diphtheria than there have been in 
many other years at this time. The 
whole scare seems to be the result of a 
fear of the terrible disease, fanned by 
the vivid imagination of the village 
gossip. 

“Theories have kept pace with the 
other: stories, andevery man has a 
reason why diphtheria should be epi- 
demic if it isn’t. The most popular 
scapegoat is the sewer digging, and as 
that is perfectly dumb it is thus far 
surviving the charge. 

Diphtheria is not epidemic in And- 
over. The few cases that do exist are 
being well looked after. Andover is 
the same hea:thful, cleanly, well cared

it has-been decided to close the public 
schools to day aud have the Christmas 
vacation of two weeks begin now.——The- 
Stowe school which was closed Tuesday 
will not open until after the vacation 
The school house was thoroughly fumi- 
gated to destroy the diphtheria germs, 
Eleven small cases of diphtheria have 
been reported to the board of health.

In proceeding to animadvert upon the 
teaching and standing of that insti- 
tution, he assured his hearers that he 
made no aspersions upon the sincerity 
and Christian character of its manage- 
ment. Indeed, he would gladly -wel- 
come the last offices of such gentlemen 
in his dying hour. At the same time, 
he must urge that sincerity was not all 
that was needed for the guidance of a 
great institution any more than fidelity 
and courage were all that were needed 
for the care of @ great steamer, as the 
destruction of the Portland had terribly.

giles continued Dr. Plumb, it seems 
to me the old ship at Andover is out on 
a very stormy sea. I can name two 
gentlemen who, within a the past fort- 
night, have made “expression to mé on 
this subject—gentlemen . who you 
would recognize as eminently fitted to 
feel the pulse of the Christian public 
in this denomination and in. others, 
Both of them, without previous confer- 
ence, used this expresison: “In my 
judgment Andover is doomed.” 

I don’t believe this. I hope to see An- 
dover recover and be reinstated in the 
publie-confidence. I hope to see such a 
change in the teaching—and— of -the 
teachers as will-make it worthy of pub- 
lic: confidence. 

A prominent alumnus in a prominent 
position in the middle states said to me: 
“T never can honor Andover. They can- 
not establish it in public confidence if 
they are allowed to-carry-it-on—in_this 
way.” 

The speaker went on to cite other 
statements made to him, one about in- 
jecting teaching so as to vitiate. the 
trust; another from a man who had 
formerly, influenced a. bequest to An- 
dover, but who now sald “no spiritual- 
ly-minded man or woman would be 
wiling to give any money to Andover’; 
still!’ another from a man who said: “I 
have no intention to contribute ‘to a 
ceremony that promulgates views so 
destructive to’the truth as it ts;in Jesus 
Christ.” 

The chairman here remin’ed Dr. 
Plumb that his 10 minutes was up. 

Dr. Plumb said he had only a few 
words more to say. We are pressing 
the matter in the courts, he continued, 
and with all due deference to the gen- 
tlemen who have it in charge, I say, it 
is a fact that you. are in trouble—you 
are out on a troubled sea. If you want 
to know how to get into harbor, it 
seems to me you must revert to the 
good-old ways. The present course Is 
under the ban of the constituted au- 
authorities and a. large number of the 
alumni. 

Dr. Plumb charged that a distin- 
guished gentleman of great culture and 
learning recently applied for a license 
~for-installation at Cambridge, and was 
refused, but*that~soon.after, by the 


action of the Andover association un+}- 


der the lead, very, likely, of Andover 
professors, was licensed as a minister, 
There had, he said, been very wide 
comment about this, as if it were fly- 
ing the flag of treason on the part of 
the seminary. 


Mr. Plumb closed his remarks by al- 
luding to what he called "perversion 
from the will of its founders while yet 
retaining the confidence of the Chris- 
tian public.” 


The Rev. Mr. Page was the first to : 


reply to Dr. Plumb. He described that 
gentleman’s statement about. the li- 
cense as an entire misrepresentation of 
the situation. 

I happened, he said, to be moderator— 
as a result of purely alphabetical se- 
quence—when Mr. Long came up for 
the re-issue of his license. There were 
two Andover professors present one of 
whom went home before the question 
was reacehd—that is at the close of the 
morning session. The other professor 
remained through the sessions, but 
without utterance, Mr.-Long made a 
statement—very long indeed. It was 
such a statement that nine-tenths of 
the brethren here would recognize as 
wholly orthodox. At the close of it a 
member—the most: conservative in the 
association—moved that his license be 
granted. We were not ordaining him, 
remember, but merely re-issuing a li- 
cense, and every man without exception 
voted for the re-issue. 

No Andover professor appeared in the 
matter except Prof. E. Y. Hincks (pro- 
fessor of Biblical theology) in his si- 
lent presence. So I cannot understand 
how it could have got abroad in. any 
man’s mind that that association of 
young and lively ministers should have 
been+brought about and turned about 
to do what they did not mean to do, 
The statement he made at Cambridge 
was a very different statement from the 
first—indeed, quite different in sub- 
stance, entirely different in spirit—and 
the man was turned down on his spirit, 
and not on his theology. He has learn- 
ed a good deal as the result of his ex- 
perience. But I won’t go into that. I 
will only say that such a statement as 
that made by Dr. Plumb demands an 
apology. 

Dr. Plumb here said: In view of 
these explanations, I withdraw my 
statement as to the Andover associa- 
tion. The Cambridge council’ is suffi- 
cient, without any allusion to the other. 
The leading professors were there, and 
worked very hard for him. 
~—~pPprof;-Hineks—I cannot allow that to 
pass, I spoke for Mr. z. 
true of the other gentlemen. We had a 
right, as members of the council, to ex- 
‘press our opinion, and we did so. 


The Rev. Dr. Arthur Little of Dor- 
chester here said: The attitude of the 
professor#-at.the Cambridge ecouncil—at 
least in endorsing and voting for the 
ordination -déf2.that young man—has 
been severely criticised by some-clergy- 
men of a good deal of standing because 
they have criticised it to me—men, who 
up to this time, have been very tolerant 
and kind in their feeling toward An- 


dover, One clergyman went so far as 
to say: ‘I have no further use for An- 
dover,’ This case did hurt,’ did injure 


the seminary. 

After other remarks Dr. Little said: 
The one thing to put Andover on its 
ftet.i# for it to recover public confi- 
denee, This has:been lost for 10 or 15 
years,. That is a fact. To a greater of 
less degree the churches of Massa- 
chusetts and New-England, or some of 
them, are looking, not to the,mass, but 
to the quality ofthe teaching, to the 
kind of the ammunition which is being 
put in the hands of the young men who 
go out from Andover. ; 

The seminary may have been un- 
justly aspérsed. Tf so,'this must be 
shown, and made clear, before any 
large contribution to its fund can be 
expected. These things are in the air, 
Perhaps they ought not to be there. 
But can you get them out of the air? 
That is the question which is before 
you, 


Prof. E. C. Smythe here said: I was 
a member of the faculty of the semi- 
nary and was present at the council at 
Cambridge. I had no knowledge ofthe 
position which Mr. Long was to take, or 
of the facts which appeared in the pro- 
cedings of the council, by and what I 
suppose is known to all of those here 
present. = 

I went. there having known him per- 
sonally—something of his personal his- 
tory and personal qualities. I had-not 


Long. That—is-}-—- 
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said a word that I can recall to a sin- 
gle member of that council with refer- 
ence to this examinatlogt until we met 
in private session. f oke there, in 
my turn, and so far as I can recail 
what I said, the point of it was that 
the council was misunderstanding. Mr. 
Long. I spoke of his personal history; 
I felt it was being misjudged. 

Now I respectfully submit that when 
the same gentlemen appeared not long 
afterward before a body of brethren, 
who sat down and questioned: him and 
talked with him, with him he was 
unanimously approved on his state- 
ment, and I spoke in council in the be- 
lief that, if the brethren there had 
understood him, as the brethren in the 
association came to understand him, 
their impression concerning him would 
have béen entirely different. I have no 
apology to make for speaking with in- 
terest. I do not know that I ever had a 
student at Andover in whom I have 
not felt an interest. (Loud applause.) 

Prof. George’ Harris, president of An- 
dover, brought the speaking to a close 
with a statement regarding finances. 
He said that for several years there 
had been a deficit of from $7000 to $8000. 
due not, to loss of property, but to de- 
cline in rates of interest. The seminary 
for good reasons or for bad ones, had 
not received any large additions to its 
funds. A deficit of that kind could not 
go on without impairing the property. }

Big Mills of Lawrence Are Busy Now—All 
Running Ful: Time 


All the mills of Lawrence are busy 
now and prospects for the winter are 


excellent. Work in some departments 
has been slack, but is now picking up, 


and in many departments there is a big 
rush. 

.It is not generally known that Law- 
rence produces more worsted goods 
than all the other mills of New Eng- 
land, not excepting Fall River, New 
Bedford. and Lowell. Another 
worthy feature of Lawrence's industries 
is that the Washington mills are the 
largest consumers of wool in the coun- 
try, if not in the world. 


At the Pemberton mills all machinery 
is being pushed to its full capacity, and 
the company have large orders ahead, 
which will keep the mills busy for 
some time; 800 looms are running on a 
large variety of fancy cotton goods. Ex- 
tensive improvements now underway, 
will, when completed, greatly increase 
the capacity of the mills. 


E. Frank Lewis’ wool scouring mill 
has started up with a rush. Last night 
40 men were put to work. The plant 
from now on will run day and night and 
reports indicate that business will in- 
crease rapidly. 


The cotton department at the Arling- 
ton mills is running full time and until 
10 o’clock at night. There are plenty of 
orders ahead which make the prospects 
particularly bright. The weave room in 
the new worsted mill has started up. 
Some departments of the mill are not 
yet running full time but indications 
point to a boom in the near future. 


Business is excellent at the Atlantic 
mills at present. Quite a few employes 
werk until 9 o’clock at night and on 
Saturday afternoon. ; 


At the Pacific mills all departments 
aré running-on-full.time. The mill also 
has its full complement-of €mployes.~

Socialism Defined, 


At the popular Sunday evening ser- 
vice at Trinity church last evening, 
Rev. Mr. Page talked interestingly 
upon the subject of Socialism. He said 
in part: 

There is a world of difference between 
socialism, communism and anarchism. 
The anarchist was first known as a 
nihilist and believed that all govenr- 
ment should be vested in the individual, 
that we should have no president, king 
or head to conduct the affairs of state. 
The socialist considers the individual 
next to nothing and the communist 
looks upon the individual as nothing. 
Socialism is an expression of commun- 
ism. -Socialism as we express it today 
means the movements of men in asso- 
ciation. It is communism, but not in 
expression. The social theory was pro- 
claimed hy Peter. 

Another feature, he said, broadly 
considered was the closeness in spirit 
with the belief in the kingdam of God, 
but social regeneration of the institu- 
tions of life, such as schools, colleges, 
manufactories, trades, commerce, shall 
be Christian. The article in the plat- 
form of the socialist mayor of Haver- 
hill, regarding grade crossings and the 
abolition of every menace to life and 
health, was considered by the speaker 
as foolish, something impracticable, 
something that might well come from 
the composition of a schoolboy. 

Socialism, it may be fairly said, is the 


light of Christianity, the equality _.of 


men, the brotherliness of men. One of 
the demerits of socialism from _ the 
Christian standpoint is that it makes 
too little of the individual. It would 
-have-one_regulate himself. The people 
are not always right. They were wrong 
when they cried crucify him. Social- 
ism may be considered in state affairs 
scientifically, and if it has the power 
it will develop into Christian socialism. 
Socialism says give the man a better 
chance, and Christianity says make him 
a better man,.then give him a chance.
